Washington, June 27.-The prohibi­ 
tion personnel was notified of a sweep 
ing realignment today ss the treasury 
and justice departments looked for 
ward to the “zero hour" of 
July 
I, 
when the Hoover administration opens 
a supreme drive to stop the flow of 
illegal liquor. 
The new division of responsibilities 
between the two departments was car­ 
ried out in furtherance of President 
Hoover’s campaign pledge. 
It calls 
for the treasury to relinquish enforce­ 
ment to the Justice departments, while 
retaining supervision over industrial 
alcohol permits. 
In making public details of the re­ 
alignment of the prohibition enforce­ 
ment staff, Attorney General Mitchell 
issued a new and vigorous appeal for 
further co-operation by the state and 
local communities In law enforcement. 
Mitchell emphasized that the 18th 
amendment was equally binding 
on 
the states and the federal government. 
Instead of the existing 27 prohibi­ 
tion 
districts, 
Mitchell 
announced 
there would be only 12 districts under 
the justice department. 
They 
will 
correspond roughly to the IO judicial 
circuits. The 87 deputy administrat­ 
ors in the judicial districts will retain 
their positions, functioning in close 
harmony with the United States dis­ 
trict attorneys. 
Twelve of the treasury's prohibition 
administrators are to be taken over 
by Mitchell and the remainder will be 
retained in the industrial alcohol per­ 
missive system. 
At each district cen­ 
ter will be one prohibition 
adminis­ 
trator, under the justice department, 
and one permit supervisor, under the 
reasury. 
The 
northwest 
administrator 
in 
charge of enforcement under Mitchell 
Is M L. Harney, St. Paul. 
Under the treasury, the permit sup 
• t r i t o n In charge of the industrial al­ 
cohol system in the northwest will be 
8 B. Qvale, St. Paul. 
New northwest districts created by 
the justice department for prohibition 
enforcement with their headquarters 
are: 
District 7 — Illinois, Indiana and 
Wisconsin, Chicago, 
District & Minnesota, North Dako­ 
ta. South Dakota, Iowa and Nebraska, 
St. Paul. 
The justice department will receive 
2.700 men of the present prohibition 
personnel, and the treasury will retain 
1.700 to administer the alcohol per­ 
mits. 
Under the justice department more 
emphasis will be placed on state co­ 
operation, on efforts to 
punish 
the 
larger commercial bootleggers and on 
finding the source of the liquor flow. 
Existing regulations governing 
in­ 
dustrial alcohol will continue In force 
until Sept. I when a new set will be 
placed in effect.

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Duluth Compared with Brainerd 


T he i»ap«*r road by W. I). McKay, secretary of the Brainerd 
Water and Liprht board, at the I*eaRUf* of M unicipalities conven­ 
tion held in Duluth and which in a wide sweep covered public 
utilities of the United StatcH and Ontario, and especially the in­ 
equality o f rates in Minnesota, has provoked a Rreat deal of dis­ 
cussion. 
Some cities in the northern part of the state have a rate of 
about 50 per cent of the rates that are charged by the cities south 
of the Twin Cities. At the Duluth convention were mayors, city 
clerks, public utilities people and citizens generally interested in 
the welfare of their communitiea. 
In talking with Chris E. Evens, Comniifttioner of Public Util­ 
ities of Duluth, Mr. McKay asked him w'hy Duluth did not at least 
distribute their ow’n current. He was asked by Mr. Evens to make 
some reference to Duluth in his talk to the convention, it is gen­ 
erally realized that it would he difficult for Duluth to generate its 
own current and the com m issioner of Duluth replied that the 
company claimed a perpetual franchise. 
Mr. McKay inquired if it were possible for a council or com­ 
mission of a city of the size of Duluth to establish a condition that 
will be binding upon it should it eventually have a population of 
half a million, which is predicted should the St. Lawrence water­ 
way be established. A distributing system should at least he within 
the province of its citizens to control. Why delegate this power 
to a private organization ? 
“Experience has shown,” said Mr. McKay, “that a distribut­ 
ing system when properly conducted (elim inating politics) is a 
payingproposition. The history of sud) Is that it will take care of 
the original investm ent, provide for extensions and permanent 
improvements and leave a nice cash balance in the treasury to 
provide for reduction of rates or taxes.” 
“A franchise from a city the size of Duluth is such a valuable 
asset, that I believe it would almost bo sufficient security to build 
a plant, particularly so if it were perpetual. Why should the cjti- 
leiiR of Duluth particularly or any other city contribute to the 
pieing up of untold millions in New York, especially since they used 
aff their influence to deny the building of the St. Lawrence water­ 
w ay/1 said Mr. McKay. 
Brainerd, although a small town compared with Duluth, has 
its hands free to deal w ith rates for power, light and current be- 
cause it owns its distributing system and undoubtedly will be in 
better shape to reduce rates when they can generate their own 
current.

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Duluth Compared with Brainerd 


The paper read by W. D. McKay, secretary of the Brainerd 
Water and Light board, at the League of Municipalities conven­ 
tion held in Duluth and which in a wide sweep covered public 
utilities of the United States and Ontario, and especially the in­ 
equality of rates in Minnesota, has provoked a great deal of dis­ 
cussion. 
Some cities in the northern part of the state have a rate of 
about 50 per cent of the rates that are charged by the cities south 
of the Twin Cities. At the Duluth convention were mayors, city 
clerk s, public utilities people and citizens generally interested in 
the welfare of their communities. 
In talking with Chris E. Evens, Commissioner of Public Util 
ities of Duluth, Mr. McKay asked him why Duluth did not at least 
distribute their own current. He was asked by Mr. Evens to make 
some reference to Duluth in his talk to the convention. It is gen 
orally realized that it would be difficult for Duluth to generate its 
own current and the commissioner of Duluth replied that the 
company claimed a perpetual franchise. 
Mr. McKay inquired if it were possible for a council or com­ 
mission of a city of the size of Duluth to establish a condition that 
will be binding upon it should it eventually have a population of 
half a million, which is predicted should the St. Lawrence water­ 
way be established. A distributing system should at least be within 
the province of its citizens to control. Why delegate this power 
to a private organization ? 
“Experience has shown,” said Mr. McKay, “that a distribut­ 
ing system when properly conducted (eliminating politics) is a 
paying proposition. The history of such is that it will take care of 
the original investment, provide for extensions and permanent 
improvements and leave a nice cash balance in the treasury to 
provide for reduction of rates or taxes.” 
“A franchise from a city the size of Duluth is such a valuable 
asset, that I believe it would almost be sufficient security to build 
a plant, particularly so if it were perpetual. Why should the citi­ 
zens of Dpluth particularly or any other city contribute to the 
piling up of untold millions in New York, especially since they used 
all their influence to deny the building of the St. Lawrence water­ 
way,” said Mr. McKay. 
Brainerd, although a small town compared with Duluth, has 
its hands free to deal with rates for power, light and current be­ 
cause it owns its distributing system and undoubtedly will be iii 
better shape to reduce rates when they can generate their own 
current. 


Not So Great a Feat 


The Kansas City Star the other day featured a story on its 
front page relating to a bet made by several Italians that one of 
their number could carry a IOO pound sack of sugar 32 blocks. The 
sugar carrier collapsed at half the distance and the bets which 
amounted to a considerable sum were lost. 
Men of today do not rank with the stevedores and packers of 
the old days. Out on the Chilkoot Pass in the days when men 
were men in the gold'rush, a common pack load up the precipitous 
mountainside from the Scales to the top was 120 pounds consist­ 
ing of two sacks of flour and a box of candles.

The Javanese Dancer 
ER trop name appears to have 
been .Marguerite Gertrude Zelle, 
though the one by which she was 
much better—and rather more notor­ 
iously—known was Mile. Mate-Hart, 
the title which she took when she 
made her vows os a vestal priestess 
at the great Buddhist temple of Burma 
St a time when mixing Iii the affairs 
of the great nut ions of the West was 
as foreign to her thoughts as the 
World war was to the minds of the 
majority of people. 
Hut Mata Marl 
was destined to come Intimately Into 
connection with the conflict of na­ 
tions, and finally, after a life of mys­ 
tery, to face a firing squid In the 
fortress of Vincennes. 
The child of a Javanese mother and 
n wealthy Dutch planter, Marguerite 
Belle appears to have been given ex­ 
ceptional opportunities for education 
and training, opportunities far above 
those usually afforded to children of 
her race. Even before siie entered the 
service of Buddha she gave signs of 
possessing more than an ordinary tal­ 
ent for dundng and, daring the ten 
years which she spent within the walla 
of the nunnery, Mata-llarl perfected 
herself In the wierd, barbaric measures 
in which the natives wooed the benef­ 
icence of their deifies.
